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time for negotiation is before hostilities break out, or after hos- 
tilities have brought about some practical, signal, and undeniable 
change in the position of those who wagethem. It may do for 
private duellists, whose sole object is to prove their courage and 
to “ satisfy their honour,” to accept, after an exchange of shots, 
terms of accommodation which they refused before; but for nations 
who fight, and can only be justified in fighting, for solid and 
essential purposes, to imitate so strange and indefensible a pro- 


ceeding, would be simply to incur contempt andeto acknowledge 


guilt. 

War, with all its mighty and incalculable consequences, is so 
serious a thing, and the responsibility of those who provoke it or 
prolong it is so deep and grave, that it is impossible to blame 
the Governments of Frauce and England for their long forbearance 
and their moderate demands—for their willingness, nay their 
wish, to conclude a peace on the basis of the terms proposed at 
Vienna. At the same time it may even be permitted to rejoice 
that those terms were rejected by their adversary, for we cannot 
persuade ourselves that they could have secured either the objects 
of the war or the permanency of the peace. It is true that in 
words at least, and in some points in fact also, they are far in 
advance of the demands of the original and too famous “ Vienna 
“Note.” Itis'true that they embodied nominal concessions which 
six months ago Russia haughtily refused. But those who have 
done us the honour to foliow for the last two years our exposi- 
tions of the policy of Russia and the means by which she pur- 
sues it, and who remember how earnestly we adjured our country- 
men not to enter upon war unless for an adequate aim, and not 
to retire from it till that aim was fully attained—not to pay the 
price of blood except for its full objects, and, having paid 
that price, not to be content till they were attained,—will not 
be surprised when we say that the four poiuts, even if conceded 
according to our iuterpretation and embodied in our terms, would 
have seemed to us but a poor result for the efforts and sacrifices 
we have made,—but an imperfect return and an inadequate 
amends for the 500,000 lives which have been shed, or eveu for 
the 15,000 which our country has contributed to that astounding 
total. 


Diplomatists, occupied from day to day in discussing proto®0s 
and splitting words, naturally and almost inevitably lose sight of 
the great features of the case before them; principles are 
smothered in details ; and the great and simple end is dwarfed, 
distanced, aud concealed by the multiplicity and complication of 
the means. It is for the nation and for the great organs of pub- 
lic opinion from time to time to counteract this tendency, aud to 
remind the Ministers and the actual negotiators of what else might 
be easily forgotten or obscured. ‘Lhis war was undertaken for 
certain objects, not for certain terms. Now, what were these 
objects? The real objects of the war—the ovly objects great and 
good enough ia our judgment to have justified us in waging it— 
were the curbing aud repression of Russiaa domination over 
Europe, and the rescue of Turkey as her first and most imme- 
diate victim. It was found that Russia for a ceutury and a balf 
had been marching on from conquest to conquest in every direc- 
tion, on every pretext, and by every means; that Sweden, 
Denmark, and nearly all Germany lay prostrate and helpless at 
her feet, either from dread of her power, from the subtlety of 
her diplomacy, or from need of her protection in their course of 
tyranny; aud that afew years more of unchecked progress would 
make her nearly irresistible. It was shown, too, that her iufla- 
ence, wherever it extended, was withering, benumbing and en- 
slaving—owmnipotent for evil, impotent for good. Aud finally, 
her last daring and arrogant demands on the unfortunate Ctto- 
man Empire at ouce tore off her own mask and awakened the 
statesmen of Europe to their danger—to the danger to civilisa- 
tion, to freedom, to political equilibrium, to natioual rights, to 
enduring peace. To avert this danger we embraced the costly 
and hazardous alternative of war :—woudd the terms just rejected 
by Russia at Vienna have averted this danger? Would they 
have done more than conceal it for a time, aud postpone the 
crisis to the next available opportunity 2? We think it will not 
be difficult to show that they would have left the independence 
of Turkey more menaced aud her strength more impaired than 
before, the power of Russia for mischiet nearly as vast as ever, aud 
ber means and pretexts for working mischief in some rerpects 
even eubanced, multiplied and sanctioned. 


The Privcipalities—their political rights, i.e., their feudal 
privileges and quasi-independence—were to be placed under the 
protectorate of the Four Powers—against whom was this protec- 
torate needed? From whom had the Principalities to be protected? 
Who threatened their privileges and their freedom? Whom did 
they hate and dread? Not Turkey. For generations back, Turkey 
had never songht to subdue or oppress them. Latterly indeed 
Turkey has been their sincere and enlightened triead. Turkey 
did not grudge them their independence. Turkey did not dread 
the neighbourhood of their free institutions. ‘hey did not fear 
feeble Turkey. Moldavia and Wallachia hated and feared Kussia 
first and Austria second. Servia hated and dreaded Austria first | 
aud Russia second. Austria and Rassia in their tura hated the 
existence of independent constitutional Governments in such 
near proximity to their own subjects. They knew the danger of | 
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so contagious a jaxtaposition. They had every interest in prevent. 
ing the prosperity of States where free institutions of any sort 
reigned established and secure. Hence their steady aim has heen 
for years to foment discord, to prevent progress, to destroy 
wealth and peace, to reduce the freedom of these provinces to a 
mere name. Yet to these two Powers you would have assigned 
the protection of what it is their most stubborn determination to 


wolves guardians of the flock, andto nettralise their influence and 
keep a check on their proceedings, you joined with them in thetrus- 
teeship two distant sheep, allied indeed to the flock by someremote 
consanguinity and some faint and languid sympathies, but too far 
off and too busy to interfere (except to sign their names pro forma 
to such documents as their colleagues might present to them), and 
not always at one among themselves. If you had erected Mol- 
davia, Wallachia, and Servia into three independent, but united 
provinces, in strict alliance with England, France, and Turkey, 
you would have gained areal barrier against Russian aggression, 
and a real diminution of Russian power ; but to place three pro. 
vinces with liberal institations, municipal privileges, and self- 
government, under the protection of two conterminous despots to 
whom liberal institutions, municipal rights, aud self-government 
are anathema maranatha—abominations to be suppressed 
wherever they can be got at,—would have been, we do 
not scruple to affirm, a mockery, a delusion, anda snare. For 
in whose hands would the practical power of interference lie? 
With France or England, ignorant, occupied, and distant ; with 
no special motives for vigilance; with no trained diplomatiste, 
no official busy bodies ever on the alert to create disturbances, 
to fan discontent into insurrection, to find or make perpetual pre- 
texts for armed intervention, to confuse and suppress infaut and 
turbulent liberty? Or with Austria and Russia, skilful players at 
the game of protection, always watchful to make mischief and then 
to profit by it, hating the freedom you expected them to foster, 
aud expectant heirs of the puny infact whom you committed to. 
their tender care? Neither Austria nor Russia has now any 
legal right to interfere with Servia: you proposed to give it to | 
them both. Austria has just shown how she is disposed to treat | 
the Danubian provinces. She is there as a protector now; and | 
her incessant outrages on the inhabitants, her suppression of their | 
l.cal governors, and her final proclamation of martial law, have | 
given fair warning to the world as to what her notion of pro- 

tection is. 

The free navigation of the Danube, to be watched over by a | 
syndicate appointed by the Five Powers, would, unquestionably, 
if carried out bond fide, have been an important gain to the com- 
merce of Europe and of Austriaio particular; aud the interest of 
this latter Power would seem to affordsome security for the con- 
cession being areality and nota name. But we must never for- | 
get that this free navigation of the Danube was as solemnly 
guaranteed by Russiain 1845 as a morth ago. It is no new | 
concession: it is an old promise systematically and obstinately 
violated for 40 years. Russia offers to renew it now: what se- 
curity have you that she will not continue to violate it as before? | 
Nay more; at the treaty of Vienna in 1815, this free navigation | 
was placed under the guarantee of the international law of Eu- 
rope :—that guarantee has «fforded no practical security what- 
ever ;—why should we hope that a syndicate of the Five Powers 
should effect what a guarantee of Ten Powers has failed to secure ? 
We must never forget that we are dealing with a Government 
which habitually eludes and violates its engagements; which 
you are now at war with simply because it has eluded 
and violated its engagements. Will you be satisfied to, 
bind it by fresh engagements and reiterated vows? Russia en- | 
gaged to keep open the Danube: she has expressly closed it, ia 
spite of all remonstrauces. She engaged to “ protect” the Privci- 
palities: she has been their worst and most insiduous foe. She 
engaged to respect the integrity and independence of Turkey: 
she has systematically and daringly assailed and undermined both. | 
What is the use of more promises and more engagements? Why | 
should you expect that she will observe the new cxeés 
more faithfully than the old? Will she not quietly set at defiance 
the syndicate as she has done the public law of Europe? Will 
she be more promptly amenable to their representations than she , 
has been to ours? Will she uot wear out their patience and pa- 
ralyse their action as she has done ours? Will her delay io 
adopting the necessary measures be a ground for renewed 1i0stle | 
lities? Or will Four of the Five Powers composing the syucicate 
proceed to active steps without waiting for hez refused or post- 
poned co-operation? And if they do, whet ceaseless pretexts for | 
further quarrel! If they do not, what an ineffective proviso will | 
the second of the “four points” become! ‘To be really «ffective, | 
the syndicate should be of the Four Powers, not of the Five. 

On the fourth point we have only two remarks to make. The 
first is that, as long as the protectorate of the Christians in Turkey | 
is conceded to any foreign Powers whatever, it would virtually 
and finally end in being exercised, meinly if not exclusive'y, bY 
tat Power whose co-religionists those Christians are, and whv 
has the most sinister and selfish interest in interference. Pre- 
texts and occasions for interference will never be wanting t0 
Russia—or if wanting, can always be made. The second remark 
is this,—and it is one we make with pain. If this general protec- 
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torate of the Christians of Turkey—i.c., of four-fifths of the sub- 
jects of the Sultan—had been embalmed in a formal European 
treaty, the independence of the Ottoman Empire would have 
been atan end. Perhaps it is so already. Assuredly it cannot 
be denied that Lord Stratford's circular to the English consuls 
in Turkey, instructing them and empowering them to “ protect” 
the Christians in their respective districts, is worthy to rank with 
Prince Menzichoff’s demands, and is an impeachment of the 
Sultan’s sovereignty, scarcely one whit less audacious or compre- 
hensive than the note of the Russian envoy. The one insolently 
demanded rights of interference; the other coolly assumes and 
exercises them. The inconsistency into which we have fallen is 
deeply damaging to our position in this matter. The Dissenters 
in Russia, the Protestants in Austria and Spain, and the Bible 
readers in Italy, are as completely oppressed, as harshly and 
unjustly treated as the Christians in Turkey—as far as the 
respective are concerned far more so:—yet who 
dreams of a “ protectcrate” forthem? No one since the days of 
Cromwell. We “ protect” only the sufferers of a State whose 
independence already is a dream. 

Weare delighted to find any points on which we can agree with 
men whom we respect and regard so highly, and yet from whom 
we differ so widely, as Lord Grey and Mr Giadstone. We cou- 
cur with them in thinking that the demand upon Russia for 
the limitation of her fleet in the Black Sea, under the actual 
circumstances of the case, was a double error. It would have 
been a humiliation which nothing in the success of the war war- 
ranted us in expecting ber to submit to; and we cannot think 
that, even if conceded, it would have been an effectual security 
for Turkey. If we had limited her to four ships of the line, sbe 
might have built forty more in her rivers ready to enter the salt 
water manned, rigged, and armed at a week’s or a month’s 
notice; and we should have been in no way entitled to remon- 
strate or prevent. Or she might have built and commissioned a 
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be refitted or replaced ;—aud all protests or mevaces on our part 
would have been futile. She would bave answered as civilly, 
lied boldly, corresponded slowly ; and when the fact was complete 
, and undeniable, should we bave gone to war on a question of 
| One or two ships more,—any more than we did about the Da- 
nube, about Cracow, about Adrianople, about Unkiar Skelessj ? 
It would have been but one evaded treaty more. Or fiually,— 
she might have increased her commercial and her steam marine 
as enormously as she pleased; she might have built her mer- 
chant screws and paddles on any construction that she pleased ; 
she might have had a vast fleet of small transport and steam 
| tugs on which 50,000 men with arms and artillery might have 
| sailed from Sebastopol to Constantinople, before any pretext or 
any time had been given for summoning the Western fleets from 
_ Malta or Toulon. A limitation of ships of war, unaccompanied 
by a limitation of steamers and transports, when her victim was 
within 48 hours’ sail, would be a futile and unreal security. 

But we are reminded (of what indeed seems to have been some- 
what unaccountably forgotten in the Parliamentary discussion) 
that the proposed limitation of the Russian fleet was to be ac- 

_ companied by the counterpoise of an equal number of allied 
ships which were to have the right of cruising inthe Euxine. No 
Goubt this, if gained, would be a great and important concession, 
and combined with the limitation of the Russian navy, might 
afford an effectual cecurity to ‘Turkey, if two additional postulates 
coudd be obtained :—viz.,, that England and France shouid always 
be at peace and in alliance, and that the English and French fleets 
should have a secure harbour like Sebastopol to ride in. Un- 
fortunately neither postulate is within our reach. Future politi- 
cal combinations are notoriously uopredictable; and the Black 
Sea contains no harbour of any size or security except those which 
Russia has monopolised. Thus the privilege demanded for the 


| Western Powers, of maintaining a squadron in that inhospitable 


sea, would be virtually worthless for nearly half the year. ‘he 
Russian fleet would ride in comfort and safety at Sebastopol, 


|, while ours was tossed about iu storms, or smashed on rocks, or 


| lost in impenetrable fogs. 





| We feel as strongly as we have felt from the outset that, in the

| that she has evaded treaties, that she has not observed engage- 
| ments, that she has not kept to terms. If promises could have 


bound her, if written undertakings had been faithfully adhered to,

|| Present struggle would never have commenced. If ** terms” were 
| all that was required, our negotiators would have experienced 
| little difficulty. Russia was ready enough to concede whatever 


involved nothing but a promise: it was not till the discussion 
| Feached a point of fact that Prince Gortschakoff became obsti- 
|| Nate and unyielding. All this points to one irresistible inference, 
| Viz., that in dealing with a powerfal, faithless, and persistent 
Adversary like Russia—always ready if need be to disavow her 
Preteusions, but never for one moment abandoning her purposes 
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—you gain nothing unless you extort a “material guarantee ;” 
war is profitless and unsuccessful unless it issues in positive inca- 
pacitation and not in mere nominal disclaimer ; if you leave her 
with her aggressive strength unimpaired, you had far hetter never 
have incurred ber enmity. We know now the objects of Russian 
policy ; we know that we must disable her from attaining them ; 
and we know how, and how alone, this disabling process can be 
carried out. She is bent upon possessing Turkey; she aspires to 
a paramount influence over Europe—an influence to be exerted 
on behalf of “ order,” that is of despotism ; and she designs ulti- 
mately to expel us from our Indian dominion. The same pro- 
ceedings, the same military triumphs, will baffle all her projects. 
The complete emancipation of the Danube and the Danubian pro- 
vinces, and the capture and retention of the Crimea, will save 
Tarkey now and in future—nct perhaps from internal decay, but 
from Rassian conquest. Less than these guarantees will not do 
it. But, if secured, they will do much more than this. They will 
destroy her prestige, aud with it her predominance, in the East 
and in the West. ‘They will proclaim to Germany and Sweden 
on the one side, and to Persia and Affghanistan on the other, that 
she has met her match if not found her master; that there are 
those who can defy her power, beat back her aggression, and 
punish her iniquities. If the bioad features of history—the only 
features which nations at large ever read—unmistakeably make 
manifest that, when her ambition could no longer »de borne, 
Turkey repelled her on the Danube, and Eogland and France 
paralysed her commerce, destroyed her fleet, took and retained 
the splendid harbour and the massive fortifications whence 
so long she had menaced weakness and defied strength,—then 
the objects of the war will have truly been accomplished, 
Europe will once more breathe freely, and Asia will re- 
lapse into comparative quiescence. But if—as at one time 
there was some reason to apprehend—if we had made peace 
last month at Vienna, if our diplomatists had paralysed and

useless trenches and innumerable graves, nothing sown but fruit- 
less toil, nothing reaped but bitter disappointment,—then the pro- 


clamation would have gone forth to either hemisphere thatthe | 


two mightiest Powers of the West had tried their united strength 


against the crowned C.lossus of the East, and had proved unequal | 


tothe strife; that two of the noblest armies and the vastest fleets 
ever levied and equipped Sy France and England had assailed 
Russia on her most valnerable shore ; had exbausted science and 
courage in the vain attempt ; and at last had retired baffled from 
before her walls, bringing nothing away but the conviction of her 
invincibility, leaving nothing behind them but half their numbers, 
and more than half their glory. What, then, would have mattered 
the language of protocols or parchments? Would these have 


been heeded at Copenhagen and Berlin, or read at Teheran and | 


Cabool? Would it have been possible to persuade our 
Asiatic subjects, or allies, or rivals, that we had gained our 
ends or had not substantially been worsted, when all we had to 
show for wasted millions and lavished lives was the renewal of 
a broken promise and the substitution of a joint for a sole pro- 
tectorate? How lovg would it have been before we should have 
had to endure other insults or to resent fresh aggressions,—before 


plenty of magnanimous enviers and foes would have been found | 
to kick the jaded lion or to hoot and stone the baffled eagle as it | 


winged its way slowly homeward with cadaverous aspect and 
broken beak? And, to crown the whole, what would have been 
the position of our unlucky protégé Turkey, when all that we 
had succeeded in doing for her was to expose the damaging fact 
that her two protectors were unable to defeat her one oppressor ! 

From these dangers we think we may now consider ourselves 
safe. Anew and more energetic spirit seems to animate both our 
councils and our arms; and through Crimean victories already 
dawus the prospect of a real aud a lasting, because a conquered 
peace. 





THE SUCCESS IN THE CRIMEA. 


Ir is our pleasing duty this week to record a series of successes 
obtained by the Allies. The first chrouologically was reported 
by the French, but obtained, we believe, by their united arms. 
On the night of the 22nd ult., the Allies attacked in considerable 
force a large place d’armes, recently formed between the central 
bastion and the sea, and, after acombat which lasted nearly the 
whole night, carried the greater part of it. On the following 
night the attack was renewed, and the defeat completed. The 
works were occupied by the Allies. Their loss is not mentioned, 
but taat of the Russians is estimated at 6,000 men. Prince 
Gortschakoff admits a loss of 2,500. 

On the 24th, the united French and English expedition, which 
had been despatched against Kertch, under Sir George Brown, 
landed at that place, and the enemy fled, blowing up their forti- 
fications on both sides of the Straits, and destroying their 
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too, very large quantities of wheat, 


: destroyed, 
Samm Tey , thirty taken, and 


flour, and oats. Thirty vessels were burnt, 
ore than 100 guns. 
Sir George none reached Yenikalé at one p.m., on the 25th 
instant, and the day before he destroyed a foundry near Kertch, 
where shot, shells, and Minié balls were manufactured. 

Five vessels laden with corn afterwards ran into Kertch, 
ignorant of the place having been taken by the Allies, and were 
captured. E 

On the 25th, the Allies occupied the line of the Tchernaya. 
The enemy, who was not in force, offered no great resistance, 
and rapidly retreated to the hills. To the 30th the enemy had 
made no attack on this new position, which seems a most im- 
portant strategetical advantage. eer 2 

Since occupying Kertch we have remained in complete possession 
of the Sea of Azoff, and the Russians retain there only onesteamer, 
having burnt four. We have eighteen, or, as one account 
says, twenty-four in the Sea. The Allies have also blown up a 
magazine at Arabat. 106 merchant vessels have been destroyed, 
it is not said by whom, but probably by the Russians, as they 
destroyed their steamers. A strong garrison at Yenikalé assures 
the Allies the possession of the Straits, and gives them a complete 
command over all the communications with the Crimea. We 
may expect immediately to hear of still more important events. 

A supplementary ukase has been issued by the Russian Govern- 
ment, commanding all the peasants in the State dominions, from 
30 to $5 years of age, to be included in the levy lately ordered in 
the 17 Western Governments, intimating a fear of tbe result, if 
it also intimate a determination to continue the contest. 


THE TRADE OF FOUR MONTHS. 


Tur Board of Trade Tables for the fourth month of the year 
show in the imports, as compared to 1854, a continued decline of 
all animals, except oxen, the number of sheep (6,781) imported in 
1855 not beiug the third of the number impor'ed in 1854 (21,445), 
nor the sixth of the number imported in 1853 (41,192) ; of ashes ; 
of all kinds of corn, including flour, the total quantities of corn 
imported in 1855 not being above one-third of the preceding 
year, and of flour not one-fifth; of flax, less by two-thirds; of 
potatoes, only 284 cwts imported in the month; of brandy, a 
decline of one-half; and of timber, particularly from our own 
possessions. Most of the other imports increased in the four 
months or in the month, making it now very apparent that the 
great falling off in the previous month, which excited much atten- 
tion, had temporary causes. The following are a few of the in- 
creased imports in April, 1855, as compared to the imports in 1854 
and 1853 :—

Tae sum of all these articles imported in the four months ap- 
pears in the tables elsewhere, copied from the official tables, and 
in most of them, as well as in other articles, the reader will see 
that our trade has suffered no material declension. We copy the 
imports in the month here, because there was, from temporary 
circumstances, a considerable falling off last month, and imme- 
diately it was stated, with evident alarm and professed candour, 
that the war was beginning to tel! on our trade, and that our 
nationai resources were diminishing. For the apprehepsion there 
was no foundation, as is further evident from the consumption of 
some leading articles in the past month, and first four months of 
the three years :—

It must be remembered that the consumption of the four months 
of 1855, from the new mode of making up the account, is five 
days short of the four months of 1853 aud 1854; and, adding the 
consumption for five days, or increasing it iv the four mouths of 
1855 by one twenty-second part, it will be evident that coasump- 
tion generally is undergoing no diminution. 
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The exports in the month have also recovered from the large 
though temporary decline we had to notice last month. The

But a note to these returns reminds us that “the four months 
‘ended 30th April, 1855, being five working days shorter than 
“the corresponding period in the previous years, 1,617,193 
‘‘ might be added to the total of all articles for the probable ex. 
“ ports of the five days not included in 1855. This addition 
“ would make the total 28,511,674/, instead of 26,894,4811,” and 
diminish the apparent falling off in the four months by the same sum 
of 1,617,1932. We cannot hope, indeed, under the present aspect 
of our trade with the United States and Australia, that the trade 
of 1855 should so recover as to be equal in quantity to the trade 
of 1854, though it may be a more profitable trade; but the in- 
crease noticed in the present accounts is another satisfactory proof 
that the peculiar state of the weather had much more to do with 
the diminished exports in March than any other cause. The few 
articles on which the increase in the month is most observable are 
the following :-—

THE PROHIBITION TO SELL ALCOHOL. 


Ir may be thought, perhaps, by some of our readers, that we 
attach too much importance to the project now zealously adyo- 
cated of making the Maine Liquor Law the law of England, by 
taking notice of it. When we see, however, a society formed for 
this purpose, under the presidency and vice-presidency of one 
earl, several baronets, some members of Parliament, several re- 
verend and very reverend gentlemen, and numerousesquires ; when 
we are aware that it has already considerable funds at its command, 
and holds meeting after meeting in the very largest halls of the 
metropolis which are as crowded as possible ; when we know that it 
mects on such occasions with enthusiastic support, and that it 
has ramifications throughout the country ; when we remember 
what has been accomplished in our time by associations, leagues, 
and alliances, here and in America—that by their means the very 
law in question has been already enacted in no less thar eleven 


of the Federal States,—we conclade that the movement deserves | 
more attention than it has received either from the Press or from | 
threatens us with a serious encroachment on freedom of traffic, 
crushing an entire business, and consigning to ruin great masses 
of property. 
Nor is the importance lessened in our estimation by the fact 
that the persons who are giving the impulse to this movement 
have themselves no conception of the effects which would ensue 
from their success. All fanaticism is naturally and necessarily 
ignorant, and just in proportion to its activity and its ignorance 
does it endanger the peace of society. Neither do we think it 
undeserving of notice because, in common, we believe, with most 
public writers, we are satisfied that a movement with such an 
object cannot succeed in England. But as a conviction of its 
folly is earnest and well-founded, so must be the apprehension 
of danger from the numbers, strength, wealth, and enthusiasm 
of the Alliance. Its professed objects, too, are moral, philaa- 
thropic, and benevolent, and we have not now to learn that 00 
men are so thoroughly intolerant and so harassingly intrusive to 
others as those who entertain the sincerest conviction of the rec- 
titude of their own motives, and of the public advantages to be 
obtained by giving effect to their theories. We, therefore, cal- 
not consent to pass by in silence the efforts now making to procure 
the enactment of the Maine Liquor Law in England, lest we may,

States, the Know-nothings, is fast changing the political relations | 
there between the Government and the people, and absorbing 
nearly all the American parties into itself. It is destined, accord- 
ing to report, to give the next President to the States; and | 
though the English association makes no similar pretensions, it 
| 
and self-satisfaction of the leaders of the movement. 
The first of the resolutions, moved by the Earl of Harringtot, 
at Exeter Hall, on Wednesday, seconded by Mr Alderman Har- 
rison, of Wakefield, and carried by an overwhelming majority, 
in face of a temperate amendment, describing the resolution as 
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an unjustifiable interference with the liberty of individuals, was as 
lows :— 

“ That it is neither right nor politic for the State to afford legal pro- 
tection and sanction to any traffic or system that tends to increase crime, 
to waste the national resources, to corrupt the social habits, and to de- 
stroy the health and lives of the people. That the traffic in intoxicating 
liquors, as common beverages, is inimical to the true interests of indivi- 
duals, and destructive of the order and welfare of society, and ought 
therefore to be prohibited.” 

We beg attention to the bearings of this resolution: we con- 
fess that we are appalled by their magnitude. There is hardly 
any traffic, any existing system which does not tend, when abused, 
to increase crime, to waste the national resources, and destroy 
health and life. At any rate it is certain that no description of 
traffic, no system of business, may not be and hag not been de- 
scribed as producing similar effects, and if the Legislature is to 
withhold all legal protection from them at the demand of certain 
theorists, it will soon bring Society to an end. Let us refer, for 
example, to the business which Sir R. W. Carden follows. This 
gentleman is a stock broker, he deals in railway and other shares, 
has to do with companies, and all the business transacted on the 
Stock Exchange. We make no charge against stock brokers, 
against time-bargains, &c. But, probably, amongst Sir W. Car- 
den’s reverend associates may be found persons who habitually de- 
nounce all the members of the Stock Exchange; who have heard 
of Mississippi, South Sea, and other schemes; who recollect the 
scenes of 1824-5, and of 1844-5-6, and the ruin then caused; and 
who, in common with a great many persons, describe all stock 
brokers as gamblers, and are quite as ready to demand a law to 
suppress their business as the respectable knight is to demand a 
law to suppress the sale of intoxicating liquors. He dwells ina 
very fragile house, though to him it is replete with wealth and 
enjoyment, and should not shower missiles at the equally fragile 
houses of his neighbours. 


Or take another example, that may affect many persons pre- 
sent at the meeting. We know not that there were silk mercers 
or drapers there as well as stock brokers. Perhaps there were. 
At any rate the meeting contained a great many ladies. To them 
the several speakers appealed, and the sufferings of women from 
drunken husbands have had no little influence in promoting the 
movement. But many husbands retort on their wives an undue fond- 
ness for dress, Many men complain, and with considerable justice, 
of the displays of mercers and drapers, which too often are the 
means of luring young females from the paths of virtue. 
Misery then ensues quite as great and protracted as arises from 
the sale of intoxicating drinks. Is, also, the sale of silk mercery 
and fine drapery to be prohibited? The gentlemen mean no 
such thing—the ladies, we are sure, do not; but the rigid 
morality, the stiff intolerant puritanism, which would put a stop 
to the sale of intoxicating drinks, must in consistency put down 
all mercers’ and all jewellers’ shops. 


There is another luxury at present largely indulged in by the 
people, and a considerable nuisance both here and in the United 
States. Tobacco is smoked, snuffed, and chawed, to the manifest 
injury of health, waste of property, and begetting of very offen- 
sive social habits. If the sale of alcohol be prohibited, can the sale 
of tobacco be legally permitted? For its-own immediate effect, cer- 
tainly not ; though the Alliance might, from its zeal against grog, 
find a justification for giving a legal protection to smoking, chaw- 
ing, and snuff-taking, in the theory that the use of tobacco 
lessens the consumption of alcohol. Is is not indisposed to 
drive out one vice by another, and get rid of drunkenness by the 
help of tyranny. Evil is, in fact, inseparably connected with all 
our pursuit:,and cannot be eradicated by acts of Parliament, which, 
as every person is now well aware, partake, even when tost 
carefully thought out, in an unusual degree of this characteristic of 
man. It is, in truth, the weft of his being, aud can ouly be got ri 
of by destroying the whole. 

Not farfrom Exeter Hall stand Drury Lane and Covent Garden ; 
and there, patronised and encouraged by Royalty and the highest 
nobles of the land, the soft and lascivious airs of a Southern people 
charm and possibly delude many a young person. Theatres have 

| been denounced like intoxicating drinks. Like them, they are ca- 
pable of great perversion, and like them they waste the national 
resources, and frequently tend to increase crime, to corrupt the 
social habits and to destroy the lives of the people. At least, 
these effects are continually laid to their charze, and some zealous 
magistrates enter into a crusade against minor theatres. All of 
them, instead of being protected, honoured, and euoduraged, 
should, on the principles expressed by Sir Walter Trevelyan, the 
Earl of Harrington, and Sir Robert Cardev, be prohibited, and 
| Songs and dances and all kinds of public performances must be 
sold no more. 
| The singers and dancers will neither sing nor dance fer their 
| own gratification. They perform only to be paid for it—a very 
_ important principle, which the Alliance seems wholly to have over- 
| looked. In the present condition of society, all things—clothing, 
corp, and wine and spirits—are produced, as the rule, Only to be 
sold. To prohibit the sale, therefore, of any commodity—to 
|| Prohibit traflic in it—is to prohibit its production. The Alliance 
| Proposes virtually, therefore, nothing less than to prohibit brewing, 
| “stillation, and the importation of wine. It proposes to put an 
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entire stop to the sale of all intoxicating liquors. It will there- 
fore put an end to the operations of the wine merchant as well as 
the distiller and the publican. It will suppress barley growing 
and hop cultivation—throw all the wine coopers, brewers, dray- 
men, and the great rultitnde of men who live by the manufac- 
ture and sale and distribution of intoxicating liquors, out of 
employment. If consistent, it must follow ont its principles to all 
other traffic that involves any temptation to excess, and tends to 
corrupt, according to its nostrum, the social habits of the people. 
lt must put an end to the sale of fine siiks and satins, and shut 
up our silk factories and every other manufactory of tempting 
luxaries. Sach a gigantic upturning of society was never con- 
templated by the most violent revolutionary club that ever ex- 
isted. We acquit the Alliance of meaning to effect any such ob- 
ject, but we can only acquit it by pronouncing it to be utterly and 
wickedly ignorant of the consequences of the legislation it urges 
the people to demand. It is fostering amongst those whom it 
collects to listen to its passionate harangues, delusions as bad as 
those of the drunkard, to end, like them, ouly in miserable disap- 
poiatment. 

It may be said that in the State of Maine such a prohibition 
has been really carried into effect with sundry beneficial conse- 
quences, and that other States are now imitating its example. 
But the consequences of such laws are not developed in a day, 
and, however delightful in their appearance at first, when taken 
into use they may be found, like fabled fruits, only ashes and sand. 
That the Americans are doing what is contrary to principle will 
not, however, justify us in doing it. If eleven States have re- 
solved to prohibit the sale of liquor, there are more than eleven 
that have established slavery, from thinking it good at first and 
now cannot get rid of the abomination. The State of Maine, too 
(supposing that the law, which is very doubtful, has been there 
partially successful), is not the State of England. In Maine, 
where there is no excise—and there is no excise in any of the Fe- 
deral States, as perhaps the advocates of enacting the measure 
in England are not aware—where unappropriated land is yet 
plenty, where the bulk of the population, cultivating the soil, cap, 
if they please,’without any interference or molestation, set up a 
still on every farm, as is done in some parts of the Continent— 
where division of labour in degree is totally different from division 
of labour in England,—the law may be something less injurions, 
and make a less change in society than such a law would make 
here. What has already happened from carrying the law into 
execution there, is no clue to its effects hereafter in America, and 
none whatever as to its effects in our very different society. If 
we, however, are not misinformed, difliculties have arisen in the 
State of New York so formidable, not to say insuperable, as to 
preclude the hope of ever bringing the law, though recently passed 
at Albany with all the usual formalities of legislation, into active 
operation. 

The meeting resolved also, on Wednesday, with great cheer- 
ing, that the legislative prohibition of the sale of all intoxicating 
drinks is perfectly compatibie with rational iiberty. It will 
be no infringement, therefore, on the liberty of Her Majesty’s 
Ministers, when they take their annual white-bait dinner, that 
the landlord of the Crown and Sceptre is prohibited from selling 
them, and they are prohibited from buying of him, a single bottle 
of champagne. Not only is this no infringement oa rational 
liberty, but the Alliance, “rising above class, sectarian, or party 
“ considerations,” solemnly affirms and resolves, that “ all good 
“citizens should combine to procure au enactment, prohibiting 
“the sale of intoxicating beverages, as affording most efficient 
“aid in removing the appalling evil of intemperance.” That 
one man may not get drunk, the multitude is to be pre- 
vented from drinking, which is said to be no infringement of 
rational liberty. To secure such an object, Maine-liquor-law 
members are, if possible, to be sent to Parliament, and the 
irrational freedom of drinking wine, porter, and spirits, now so 
largely enjoyed by our sailors and soldiers, annihilated. Such 
members would be rather in the way of prosecuting the war or of 
enacting rational laws. Possibly the Alliance means to ridicule 
the attempts now making to improve society by legislation; and 
it is certain that if these had not been carried too far, they 
would not now have been capped by this climax of proposed 
legislative absurdity. For the middle classes, who now complain 
of others ard aspire to make a great ieform in the administra- 
tion, such an exhibition of ignorance amongst themis a fatal 
blow. The attempt to remove the evil of a traffic by prohibit- 
ing it altogether, destroying society on account of one of its 
essential attributes, is a proof of unfitness for the high duties 
they aspire to as glaring as is to be found in the annals of mal- 
administration. Day after day, through their whole lives, these 
men teach and preach that evil is inherent in man, and yet they 
propose, by a means that has been repeatedly tried and failed, 
to annihilate it. 

That sobriety ot manners, as ot mind, is of great advantage 
to individuals and to communities, no man denies. Nor can any 
reasonable being deny that the extinction of drunkenness would 
be a prodigious moral advantage. All good men must desire to 
see it accompiished. About the means of accomplishing it onl 
can there be any difference of opiaion. Perhaps the gentley 
who would make laws to prohibit the sale of intoxicating J Me S- 
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are not aware that their fathers or grandfathers were habitual 
drunkards—that a century ago to get frequently drunk was a 
gentlemanly accomplishment, and that at present the race of 
six-bottle or even of three-bottle men is utterly extinct. With- 
out a prohibitory law, in fact, a great progress bas been made to- 
wards sobriety. “The cup that cheers without inebriating ” has 
taken the place of the wine cup. Men follow the fashion, but 
resist restraint, Sobriety has now become the fashion amongst 
the upper clasges, and it is chiefly the restraints imposed by in- 
effectual attempts to regulate the sale of liquor, which, by evok- 
ing into activity the spirit of contradiction, has kept the lower 
classes from following this great improvement in the behaviour 
of the upper classes. 

No branch of business has received so much and such con- 
tinual attention from the Legislature as the sale of intoxicat- 
ing drinks. All the power of legislation has been employed to 
check drunkenness, and the failure should warn the members of 
the Alliance that they will more surely attain their end by a 
good example than by a prohibitory law. On the side of sobriety 
are now all the motives that ever stimulate men to good beha- 
viour—the preservation of health and strength, success in the 
world, the approbation of their fellows, freedom from care, 
and honest ambition. Only a prohibitory law—an infringe- 
ment on freedom, which men instinctively feel should be 
resisted at whatever cost—only the infliction of meddling injas- 
tice, to be content under which is more injurious than drunken- 
ness,—could countervail all these motives, and keep alive the vice. 
At present, too, when lezislation is, on many other accounts, be- 
coming weak and inefficacious, and seems falling into disrepute 
from being alike unsuccessfully performed by Despots, Parlia- 
ments, and Congresses, it is most impolitic to prefer it to persua- 
sion, example, and reason, and rely,on its feeble prohibitions to 
make men sober. It is entrusting an admirable cause to improper

PROGRESS OF THE SEASON. 


DurtnG the week great quantities of rain have fallen so as to 
materially allay ail the apprehensions felt from drought. For 
wheat the supply of moisture has now been ample, and though 


it has scarcely come early enough to afford a large crop of grass, 
it will prevent any of that deficiency at one time feared. The corn 
markets are somewhat lower, and fromthe tone of authorities in 
that trade lower prices are yet to be expected. Thus the Mark 
Lane Express corn trade review, in reference to the probable 
range of prices, says :— 

Prudence forbids the payment of extraordinary premiums without an 
extraordinary risk, and 80s for red wheat, after a year of plenty, it seems, 
is generally thought enough. In spite of all we have heard, we main- 
tain that the prospect of the wheat crop is generally good; it is so in 
France, the Baltic provinces, Algeria, Egypt, and Amertca, and with the 
southern latitudes which most of these countries exhibit, and the easy 
transit per steam, a portion of their new crop may be here when ours is 
being cut, while the present range of prices, withthe certainty of a con- 
siderable reduction in the event of peace, will rouse every commercial 
effort to its height so long as this opportunity lasts. We note the 
English deliveries to be unusually well kept up, and call our readers’ at- 
tention to the fact, in reference to the comparative home and foreign de- 
liveries and receipts for six months to the 30th of April, as last stated, 
that while our foreign arrivals were ouly one-fourth of what they were 
in 1854, the home deliveries were more than double, leaving the general 
balance in favour of the present year, for the six months, as 243,341 qrs 
over the last. Nor do we think the conclusion legitimate, that such a 
liberal supply involves the necessity of a corresponding exhaustion ; for, 
with the confidence generally evinced, and the continual retirement of 
many samples from country markets, we think it fairer to judge that the 
present deliveries bear but the usual ratio to remaining stock. 


Still the weather continues very cold and ungenial, so that sheep 
shearing and similar work cannot be commenced. As indicating 
the progress of the season in the midland districts, we may refer 
to the Leicestershire report of the Mark Lane Express. The 
reporter says :-— 

Very great inconvenience has been, and is yet, experienced by farmers, 
in consequence of the absence of grass in their natural pastures anda 
scarcity of fodder; consequently, a large expense has been incurred in 
purchasing food for their stock, to keep them in moderate store condi- 
tion. From these causes many flocks and herds have suffered toa 
considerable extent, and weapprehend they were never in a leaner state 
at this season of the year than at the present time. Hay is now selling 
at from 7/ to 8/, and linseed-cake at 13/ per ton; and these are two 
items which have taken much of the farmer’s cash out of his pocket 
which he has received for the extra price of corn. There never was a 
time in our recollection when the value of that excellent root, mangel- 
wurzel, was more evident than in this ungenial season. Since the rains 
a great alteration for the better is already visible both in the pastures 
and the corn fields, and, should favourable weather continue, the im- 
provement will be rapid; but where stock is on the ground, it must take 

some time before the grass will supply sufficient food for the average num- 
bers which the acres should carry. As regards the corn, we are happy to 
report satisfactory of the spring crops generally. They came up much 
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more regularly than could have been expected in such a dry April, for 
only one-third of an inch of rain fell in the whole month; and, con. 
sidering the low temperature and severe frosts they have had to contend 
with, which have discoloured the blade in exposed situations, they are 
looking for the most part well, and will flourish rapidly if favourable 
weather continues. The pulse crops, too, though sown late, has come 
well, and the plants are vigorous. We believe the fears expressed some 
time since for the safety of the wheat crop in this neighbourhood have 
in a great degree subsided. This crop has suffered most on light soils, 
aud where not protected from the intense frost by a covering of snow. 
The plant in these situations was a month back very thin, with large 
gaps, on which scarcely a blade could be detected ; buta considerable im- 
provement has since taken place by the roots putting up shoots where 
none defore were visible, and though the blade was destroyed on the 
surface, the root has been preserved by the higher temperature beneath. 
These plants, where they only existed at considerable intervals, have 
thrown out considerable offshoots ; and the bare space around has been 
furnished with auxiliary plants, which are looking fruitful. Notwith- 
standing these signs of improvement, we do not mean to assert that 
many crops of this grain are not much too thin on light soils to produce 
an average yield. On some of the most deficient crops the evil has at- 
tempted to be in some degree obviated by dibbling er drilling spring wheat 
where very bare of plant, and, we think, with a reasonable prospect of 
success; for, from the fine rain lately fallen, the grain has germinated | 
quickly, and the young shoots are now appearing appearing above the 
ground to help out their elder sisters in giving a fair produce. We have 
not seen or heard of a whole field of wheat being ploughed up in this | 
neighbourhood We are happy to be able to report that the wheat | 
on those stiffer soils more adapted for its growth has not suffered to the | 
extent as on those we have been describing. Many crops look well, | 
both in colour and vigour of the plant, and that sufficiently thick to yield | 
a full produce. On the whole, as regards this important grain, we hope 
there is not much to fear in this neighbourhood, and even from present | 
appearances we think it would be premature to conclude that the har- | 
vest will be a deficient one. | 

This was written previously to the rains of the past week, 
which will prove very welcome to the light soil.

Paris, May 31, 1855, 
The hopes of peace which were entertained as the resuit of the 
diplomatic conferences of Vienna have been entire'y disappointed. 
| It is quite evident, from the last circular of M. de Nesselrode, that 
| the Cabinet of St Petersburg had predetermined to resist all the 
| demands and remoustrances of Western Europe. The conferences 
| were a means which enabled the Emperor of Russia to pursue his 
| intrigues in Germany, in order to secure to his cause the goodwiil, 
| or at least the neutrality, of Austria and P.ussia. That neutrality is 
the most effective bulwark ot Russia against the attacks of France 
| and England. Accordingly, the Emperor easily conceded the two 
| first points of guarantee, which were of great importance to Germany, 
| but he was intractable on the third point. Austria has yielded to 
| the diplomacy of Russia.§8Iustead of fulfilling her engagement and 
| declaring war with Russia® Austria postpones her fival decision, show- 
| ing clearly that she will take no active part in the struggle. Such a 
procrastinating policy has caused general indignation in France ; 
and it has been debated whether Austria should not be forced to 
abandon such a hesitating system, by threateniug to yive support 
to Italy, Hungary, and Poland. It seems, however, that such a policy 
was deprecated by the majority of our Cabinet, and it was decided 
that Austria should remain neutral, and the Western Poweis should 
be content with its appearance of quasi alliance. Austria will con- 
tinue to renew, at every period of the war, its proposiiious of peace, 

but it will not enter into actual hostilities sgainst Russia. 

Nothing but a continuation of defeats will force the Cabinet of 
Petersburg to accept conditious of peace which may satisfy Eogland 
and France, aud give security to Europe. The last despatches from 
the Crimea are indeed very satisfactory, and we may expect that the 
Crimea will soon be in the bands of the Allies, and Sebastopol brought 
to the necessity of surrendering. As soon as General Pelissier was 
at the head of the French army, he began with great energy the exe- 
cution of the new plan of operations. He dislodged the Russians from 
& Very strong position on the 22d and 23d, after a very firrce fight, in 
which the Russians lost 5,000 or 6,000 wounded and killed, and the 
allies 1,800 or 2,000. it would be easy now to take the bastion of the 
mat, but they abstain from entering it as it is supposed tvat it has 
been mined. They advanced towards the Tchernaya, and obliged the 

4ssians to retreat towards the mountains ; but the Ras-ian troops, 
under the command of General Liprand’, is now surrounded by the 
troops of General Canrobert and General Bosquet. It is even re- 
ported that a great fight took place on the 27th or 28'b, and Liprandi’s 
troops were completely defeated, and lost more than 6,000 men. On 
our side General Canrobi:1t was wounded, Thereport of this victory 
was Circulated yesterday on Change, and contributed to a new ad- 
Vance in the prices of our securities. 
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The expedition to the Sea of Azoff was completely successful. It 
has deprived the Russians of their principal mee Xf sending rein- 
forcements and ammunition to Sebastopol. Omer Pacha, with his 
Turkish troops, is on the march towards Sympheropol. He will en- 
deavour to intercept the road to Sebastopol on the northern side, 
tf he succeed, the fortress will be quite isolated, andleft to its own 
resources. It wil! soon be exhausted and forced to surrender. 
When the Crimea falls into the hands of the Allies, a part of the 
troops will be embarked for Varna, and an army formed to operate 
in Bessarabia. Louis Napoleon wiil then go the East, and take the 
command-in-chief of the French troops.

AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS. 
To the Liter of the Economist, 

Sir,—Your correspondent, Mr Buckland, in his admirable letter does | 
not tell us who the “‘right men” are, or where the “right place is for | 
them.” May I presume, with your permission, to supply the deficiency 
by suggesting that one inspector, a man of business habits and respect- | 
ability, be appointed for each county, who shall stand in the same position 
to the agriculturist as the income tax collector does to the tradesman. 
Let the whole of the acreage returns come into his hands from every sepa- | 
rate occupation. At the proper time call a committee of farmers in 
various districts of the county to estimate quantities per acre, and from 
him let the return of the whole county be forwarded to the Board of 
Trade. 

I would have that the particulars of every rental or locality should be 
entirely confided to the custody of the inspector—that landlord, neigh- 
bour, or Board of Trade, sliould on no consideration know the particulars 
of separate returns. 

The clerk to the Boards of Guardians, or whoever has the rate book 
may render valuable assistance. 

The schedules in their present form are far too scrutinising for a great 
scheme in its infancy; many of the returns may be omitted for the 
present with advantage. 

It will be tound a statute will not be required to compel the farmer 
to do what will be found for his own interest, when he can accomplish it 
with safety. 

There will be no difficulty to find in each county men who will secure 
and work out—and more expedi'iously than the cumbrous machinery in 
Operation last year—all the Board of Trade can require. 

As to the question of expense ; when once the thing is judiciously 
organised, the probability is that, with the facility of the penny post, the 
actual cost of each county will not be as much as last year’s experiment

HEALTH OF LoNDON DURING THE WeEK.—The return for the week 
that ended last Saturday does not discover any decrease in the rather 
| high rate of mortality which has lately prevailed in London, and which 
is as great at the end of May as it was in the beginning of the month, 
and is even higher than it was in the last two weeks of April. Last week 
1,187 deaths were registered. In the corresponding weeks of the 10 years 
1845-54, the average number was 951, which, if raised by a tenth part 
for increase of population, becomes 1,046. It appears that 141 persons 
died last week more that would have died according to the ordinary rate 
of mortality in the fourth week of May. Last week the births of 855 
boys and 767 girls, in all 1,622 children, were registered in London. In 
the 10 corresponding weeks of the year 1845-54 the average number was 
1,399. At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the 
barometer in the week was 29°701 in. The mean temperature was 5574 
deg. which is 0°9 deg. above the average of the same week in 38 years. 
The mean daily temperature, which was 8 deg. below the average on 
Monday, and continued below it on the two following days, rose 10 deg. 
above the average on Saturday. The mean tempereture on Saturday was 
65°3 deg. The highest temperature of the week occurred on the same 
day, and was 81°5 deg.; the lowest was 39°5 deg., and occurred on Mon- 
day. The mean temperature of the water of the Thames in the week 
was 53 deg. The mean dew-point temperature was 48°5 deg., and the 
difference between that and the mean temperature of the air was 6°9 deg. 
The highest reading of a self-rezistering thermometer in the sun was 105 
deg. on Saturday. The wind, which on the two previous days had been 
in the north, blew on Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday from the south 
and south-east, and on Saturday changed to the north-east. Hardly any 
rain fell in the week. 





FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 
FRANCE. 


There has been little or no change in the commercial situation of 
Paris. Foreigners who had postponed their journey because the Uni. 
versal Exhibition was not ready are beginning to arrive, and this circum- 
stance and the return of fine weather have imparted some animation to 
the retail trade. The Magasins de Nouveautes, in particular, have sold 
largely. Most of the Parisian manufacturers are inactive. Some, how- 
ever, have received orders from Italy, Spain, and South America. Build- 
ing and metallurgy are the only two flourishing branches of industry, 
and the price of every article belonging to them has enormously in- 
creased. Corn has again advanced in the country and Parisian markets 
If some farmers and speculators were to be believed, the crops have 

tly suffered from the dry and cold weather of March and April. 
ye in the north and Indian corn in the south sustained some damage. 
but the prefects, who have been consulted by the Government, are nearly 
unanimous in stating that wheat presents a good appearance, and pro- 
mises a fair harvest. It results, alse, from the inquiries instituted by 
those functionaries that there is an abundance of grain and flour for the 
consumption of the country until the next crop is reaped. Transactions 
on the Paris halle were extremely animated during the early part of the 
week. The intelligence that the provincial and foreign markets were all 
higher augmented the pretensions of the holders, and flour rose 2f per 
sack. The finest sorts brought 87f, and the others from 8lf to 86f. 
Towards the end of the week, however, prices tended slightly downward, 
owing to the absence of buyers and the return of fine weather, and the 
best marks’of flour could be hud at 86f. Wheat advanced from If 50c to 
2f per 120 kilogrammes, Butchers’ meat continues to increase, although 
the markets of Poissy and Sceaux are abundantly supplied with cattle. 
The butchers, having the monopoly of the sale, and encouraged by the 
apathy of the authorities, whom a recent decision of the Court of Cassa 
tion invests with the right of fixing the price of meat, are unbounded in 
their exigencies. Some of them charge the ordinary pieces of beef 1f 10c 
per pound. The wine trade at Bercy has recovered some activity, but 
prices maintain themselves with difficulty, in consequence of the receipt 
of more favourable advices from the principal! vine districts. 

_ The official returns have been published of the commerce and naviga- 
tion of France during the years 1852, 1853, and 1854. The following 
are the principal points:—The imports in the vear 1854 amounted to 
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1 158,000,000f, against 1,103 millions in 1853, and 986 millions in 1852, ' 
The imports of gold were 480,700,000f in 1854, against 318,100,000f in 
1853, and 59,200,000f in 1852; whereas the imports of silver amounted 
in 1854 to only 99,800.000f, against 112,600,000f in 1853, and 
179,900,000f in 1852. The arrival of gold has, therefore, considerably in. 
creased during the last three years. A contrary movement has taken 
place in the export of the precious m+tals from France There has been, 
comparatively speaking, but little difference during the three years in the 
export of gold, which amounted to 64,600, 000f in 1854, 29,700,000f in 
1853, and to 42,300,000f in 1852 ; whereas that of silver was 263,500,000f 
in 1854, 229,500,000f in 1853, and 182,600,000f in 1852. The 
total amount of exports of merchandise was 1,259,400,000f in 54, 
1,363,200,000f in 1853, and 1,233,300,000f in 1852. The imports ac. 
cording to this return continued to inc: ease in 1854, compared to the two 
preceding years, and the exports kept above the amount of 1852, although 
there is a diminution of 104 millions on 1853. The falling off in the ex. 
port of corn is the principal item in the diminution of 1854. The 
amount of corn exported in 1852 was 59,600,000f ; in 1853, 29,900,000£ 
and in 1854 was only 4 millions. The export of wine has also di- 
minished from 84,800,000 to 76,200,000f and 60,100,000f; and that of 
brandy from 27,600,0U00f to 22,300,000f and 13,900,000f, The imports 
by sea were, in 1854, 1,040,800,000f, against 1,029,200,000f in 1853, and 
929,300,000f in 1852; and by land, 668,300,000f in 1854, against 
602,200,000f, and 508,900,000f. The exports by sea were 1,421,700,000f 
in 1854, against 1,488,700,000f in 1853, end 1,305,000,000 in 1852, and 
by land 366,200,000, against 372,600,000f, and 376,200,000f. The im. 
ports by land have been therefore more considerable than by sea, while 
with exports it was quite the contrary. 

From official returns on the subject of the produce and consumption of 
beet-root sugar in France, we learn that on the Ist of May there were 208 
manufactories in operation, or 95 less than at the corresponding date of 
1854. The quantity of sugar manufactured, including 7,870,605 kilo- 
grammes lying over since last season, was 52,184,352 kilogrammes, show- 
ing a falling off of 32,138,300 kilogrammes; and that sold for con- 
sumption or deposited in the Government bonding stores was 43,433,520 
kilogrammes, or 21,772,080 less than last year. 


SPAIN. 

The captaincies-general of Arragon, Burgos, and Navarre, have been 
declared in a state of siege. General Bedoya has been nominated to the 
command of the troops sent from Madrid to act against the insurgents, 
‘Lhe extraordinary powers demanded of the Cortes by the Spanish Minis- 
try consist in authority to interner any individual whom the Council of 
Ministers may regard as dangerous to public order; and, further, to sap- 
press any newspapers whose hostility shall be deemed dang-rous to the 
powers that be. 








UNITED STATES. 

Mercantile sdvices report no improvement in cémmercial affairs in the 
United States. Trade remained very dull. The imports of spring goods 
from Europe were diminishing. The value of the imports for the week 
ending the 1lih May is given at 2,082,045 dols, and the exports at 
1,208,665 dols, making an excess of imports over expor's of 873,380 dols. 
The New York Herald observes, “ When we take iato consideration the 
limited outward movement of breadstuffs, caused entirely by the defi- 
ciency of our domestic supply, and not by the absence of a demand on the 
other side, it must be admitted that the aggregate of our weekly export 
table is quite arespectable figure. Provisions do not form sueh‘a strong fea- 
ture in last week’s return as heretofore, and cotton has not been particu- 
larly active in its outward movement. Notwithstanding all these things, 
the total is above an average for the season, and we have no cause to com- 
plain. The excess of imports in the week is not equal to an ordinary 
weekly shipment of specie.” Money was plentiful, and the demand was 
becoming less active. ‘he returns of the city banks for the week ended 
the 12th May, when compared with those for the previous week, showed 
a decrease in discounts of 1,540,745 dols; decrease in deposits of 
2,363,577 dols; decrease in circulation, 282,632 dols; increase in specie, 
260,576 dols. 





INDIA AND CHINA. 

Commercial advices from India represent trade in general as in avery 
depressed state. The decline in the prices of English goods, however, 
had not been serious. Money was very abundant and cheap. In China 
trade was heavy, and no further movements of the insurgent forces had 
been made. 

Carevurra, April 21.—Our produce market continues ina very de- 
pressed siate without any prospect of an early revival, and, although 
treights are ruling lower, there seems to be little desire on the 
part of shippersto enter into transactions. In regard to British cotton 
piece goods, although there has been a better inquiry the last few days 
Without leading to any large transactions, partly owing to the interfer- 
ence of native holidays, and pa:tly to the tightness of the money mar- 
ket, we regret we are still unable to report any improvement in prices. 
Importers are complaining much of the sacrifices they have been com- 
pelled to make, but we do not see much chance of a better state of affairs 
until money becomes easier in the bazaar, and the native dealers are re- 
lieved of the difficulties under which they have been labouring. The re- 
duction of 1 per cent. in the rates of discount and loans made by the. 
Bauk of Bengal, and reported in our last, has rendered the money market 
a little easier, though we are sti!l unable to novice any material improve- 
ment. ‘The value of the Company’s Four Cent. has partially advanced, 
though Siccas remain in the same position, the following being our quo- 
tations :—Transfer 5 per Cent. 8r, nominal disc.; old Sicca 4 per Ceat., 
13r 8a to 14r, nominal dis.; Co.’s rupees ditto, 10r 8a to lr 12a,nomina 
disc. Exchange—Since the departure of the last mail, the rates 0 
England have further declined, and sellers have been enabled to part with 
first-class credits at six months’ sight, 2s 1jd. Document bills at six 
months’ sight, 2s 1gd to 2s 1d. Treasury drafts and post bills at 2s to 
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2s O}d per rupee. On China the rates are 215r to 216r per 100 
dols for 60 days’ sight bills with opium documents. Nothing has -_ 
done on Singapore. Freights—We have experienced little demand = 
tonnage to London, though the rates of all staples continue almost t e 
same, with the exception of linseed and jute, which have declined, the 
former having been engaged at 5/ and the latter at 3/ 15s for London, 
and 3/ 10s for Liverpool. For Mauritius no alteration has taken place, an 
average business being in progress. For China, rice has been engaged to 
some extent at 2r 4a a bag, but thereis still no cotton offering, the state 
of the market in China not being such as to induce shipments from this 
country, and the stock besides in the market is very sm ll. 


BomBay, May 1.—Our money market has remained quiet during the 
fortnight, and, although no reduction has taken place in the rates of in- 
terest, yet money can be obtained on much easier terms. Our import 
market shows no improvement, and, although the business transacted has 
been to a fair extent in cotton fabrics and yarns, dealers have evinced 
as little desire to operate, to any extent, as in the first ha'f of the mon‘h, 
notwithstanding fresh supplies have been freely offered by importers, who 
have been anxious to avail of the favourable rate of exchange for remit- 
tances; prices have, however, on the whole, been steady, and we trust 
they have seen their lowest. In exports there has been more activity, 
and considerable purchases of cotton wool and seeds have been made 
since the receipt of the mail at advanced prices. Hemp, however, con- 
tinues as neglected as ever, Grey Cotton Goods—The bulk of the busi- 
ness has been done within the !ast week at about previous quotations, but 
the demand has been without animation, which seems likely to be its 
character up to the end of the season now fast drawing to a close. 
Shirting, 40 inch, has changed hands to the extent of 41,600 pieces, 
at our last quotations. except for 8} lbs and upwards, which, being 
scarce and wanted, have improved in value 2 annas per piece. 
Cotton Yarn—The market has continued steady, but without life, yet the 
sales reported are to a fair extent in mule ; 50’s and upwards having im- 
proved in value, as also in 20's. Water dyed orange and Turkey red 
we hear of no sales, and both are heavy of sale. Exports.—Cotton Wool—- 
The activity noticed in our last in this staple has continued, and since 
receipt of the home accounts, the market has been more animated, the 
amount of purchases reaching close upon 9 000 bales, the bulk being taken 
by European houses, and prices have advanced fully 2r per candy. Broach 
and Surat we quote to-day at 90rto 91r; Dollera, 82r ; Oomrawutte, 75r 
to 76r ; and Kandeish, 65r per candy, with still an upward tendency ; 
and as supplies come forward very slow as yet in conseqaence of the !ong 
prevalence of southerly winds, which are unusual at this time, and tke fair 
season now fast approaching a close, we are not likely to have any very 
large s'ock stored during the rains, and a high range of prices we think 
not at all improbable during the monsoon. For China there is some little 
business doing, and shipments are still on a limited scale. Tonnage— 
Rates of freight on Great Britain until within the last week were well 
maintained at 3/ 10s to 3/ 12s 6d per ton of 50 cubic feet, but further large 
arrivals from the colonies have shaken the rate, and 31 7s 6d to 3/ 10s per 
ton is now the one current of the day. Seeds are shipping at 3/ 12s 6d to 
3! 15s, and oil at 4/ 12s to 4/ 15s per ton of 210 imperial gallons. Ex- 
change has remained firm at about our last quotations, and the business 
done may be quoted 2s 1gd to 2s 1 7-16d China and first-c'ass credits, 
and 2s 1{d for documents, with a decided tendency upwards this after- 
On Calcutta we quote 99r at sight, 98r at 60 days’ sight. On 
Madras, 98jr at 30 days’ sight. On China, 220r at 60 days’ sight 
nominal. 








Hone Kona, Aprill5.—The past month we have still to notice a 
very limited business in Canton for imports ; but the withdrawal of the 
insurgents from the vicinity of the city has caused more inquiry to exist 
among the dealers, and holders look for improvement. Cotton—The 
sales consist of 1,200 bales Bombay, at 5.4 taels to 6.5 taels. The ac- 
counts from Amoy are favourable, and demand there was increasing. ‘Tea 
—The business of the month has been to a very small extent. The late 
news of the home market caused some inquiry for scented tea, but the 
limited assortment on the market allowed but of small purchases. Ad- 
vices from Foochow are to the 3d inst. The Harriet had sailed for Lon- 
don, and the Asa Thor and the Victoria were loading.

A letter from Berlin says:—“‘The Dutch Government has just 
concluded with Prussia a conveution on reciprocal liberty in the 
coasting trade, the stipulatious of which wil! be soon officially 
published.” 

The Ionian Bank has declared a dividend of 5 per cent. per an- 
num ; and one of 7 per cent. has been declared by the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company. 

Advices from Ceylon to the 30th of April state -—The shipments 
of coffee during the past fortnight had been very large, exceeding in 
the aggregate 42,000 cwis of coffee, ot which one Dutch ship took 
for Holland no less than 13,000 cwts. A very large proportion of the 
native kinds (about 70,000 cwts), and at least 10,000 of plantation, 
will this year fiod their way to France. ‘The total shipments, which 
showed a deficit at the date of last return, now exhibit a large in- 
crease as compared with the two preceding years, only falling short 
of the heavy export of 1851-52. 

At a meeting of the Orientsl Gas Company, held on Wednesday, 
the report and accounts were unanimously adopted. It is stated that 
the works are progressing, and that every prospect exists of their 
being successfully completed. Of the 50,000/ capital, 35,000/ has been 
subscribed in Englund, and the remairder will be derived from India. 
At present the outlay has not exceeded 6,000.

In the absence of the workmen she took 
out the first two letters from Herr (Lord), sub-tituting Na instesd, thus ren- 
dering the pavsage in Genesis ii. 16, instead of “He shail be thy Lord,” to

wisest of helpmater. 

_ Ove author, in order to e:cape from the penalty of an infringement of the 
directions issued by the Inquisition at Rome, that the word fate should not 
be used, printed in his book instead ihe word facfa, almost all works being 
then printed in Latin, then the language of the scholar; but in an erra/a he 
desired the reader to substitute fata for facta, thus in one instance only using 
the proscribed word. Some have made the errafaa vebicle for venting their 
spite and dirlike.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY EVENTNQ. 

The market has been well supplied with corn this weck—31.060 
qrs of foreign wheat, 3.300 qrs barley, 38,630 qrs of oats, 2,810 
sacks and 760 brls of flour. In the week the number of quarters 
of English wheat sold in the towns has been 110,379 qre, against 
65,791 qrs in the corresponding week of last year. Nevertheless, the 
market was very firm to-day, though in the early part of the week the 
price fell is. Prices are rising continually and steadily in France, and 
a demand hassprung up for that country. Last year, about the same 
period, the French came into our markets for a supply, and it is sup- 
posed that they will press on it till the harvest begins. Hence, prices 
to-day were firm, and persons at all anxious te buy had to give Is per qr 
more for wheat. Barley, too, was dearer, but oats, in consequence 
of the large foreign supplies, were rather cheaper. Flour was 
firm, not to say dearer. There have been only tive arrivals off the 
coast since the 24th ult., viz.:—2 cargoes of wheat from Alexan- 
dria, 1 of beans from Alexandria, 1 of maize from Laffi, and 1 of 
Dari from Jaffa. 

Our foreign advices are all favourable to advancing rates. In 
Antwerp, on the 26th, the markets advanced from 2f to 3f per qr 
on wheat. In Stettin, of the same date, the market for wheat was 
firm, and the price of rye was rapidly advancing. At Amsterdam, 
on the 29th, the market was firmer for all kinds of grain. Ia 
Bremen, on the 26th, there was an increased demandjfor rye and a 
higher price. Wheat was not affected, but the stock is stall, and 
any demand will send up the price. lo Hamburg, on the 25h, the 
market was quiet, and the supply of wheat being large, the price 
declined. In the United States, the price is higher than has been 
known in the century. 

The colonial market continues very healthy. The demand for 
sugar is good, and prices generally remain firm, Ia some cases an 
advance has been realised. Foreign sugars have sold well, though 
not so extensively as last week. For refined sugar the market has

There had been within the two weeks previous to date 
general rains over a widely extended portion of the country, and the re- 
ports given show the crops almost everywhere to have been bene- 
fited thereby. In some quarters the wheat is spoken of as making 
extraordinary and vigorous progress, so as to have, in a great mea- 
sure, made up for its backwardness in the earlier part of the season. 
An increased productior, growing out of the extended breadth of 
land put into cullivation, is, a!lso, generally admitted. The prospect 
everywhere is encouraging, leading to the hope that there will be 
an abundance of food by next September both for man and beast.

at an earlier period, it has not come up for want of moisture—and where 
it has sprouted, it is stunted and irregular, and consequently more sus- 
ceptible to the future vicissitudes of the season.” At Mobile, too, the 
continued drought is much complained of. Our own firm there remark 
on the 7th inst. :—* Nothing short of a continued deluge Of rain, such as 
would prove disastrous to the growing crop, could raise receipts to near 
three millions of bales. But, on the other hand, if the present drought 
continues, it will cut down the growing crop as certainly or more cer- 
tainly than floods. As yet, however, though the ‘stand’ is complained 
of in many sections, owing to the absence of sufficient moisture to cause 
the seed to germinate, and though the crop is late, it is yet too soon to 
be much alarmed, though at the moment we are as dry as tinder.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 








WatrrForD AnD Kitkenny.—The report of the directors for the 
half-year ending on the 25th of March last states that the receipts for 
traffic amounted to 6,482/and the expenses to 5,356/, leaving a balance 
on the working of 1,126/. The interest account amounted to 2,892/, 
showing, after deducting the 1,126/, a deficiency of 1,767! to the debit 
of revenue. This is principally attributable to the whole of the iaterest 
being charged to revenue, instead of partially to capital, as in the last 
half year’s account. The capital account shows that 524,1862 had 
been received, and 517,735! expended, leaving a balance of 6,451/. 

TraFric Returns For THE United Kincpom.—The traffic returns 
of reilways in the Unit«d Kingdom published for the week ending May 
19 amounted to $71,924/, and for the corresponding week of 1854 to 
355,055/, showing an increase of 16,8691. The gross receipts of the 
eight railways having their termini in the metropolis amounted for 
the week ending as above to 166,670/, and for the corresponding week 
of last year to 157,708/, showing an increase of 8,9623. 

New Ecyptran Raitway.—The Pacha of Egypt has given orders 
to construct a railway across the desert between Cairo and Suez, a 
distance of 84 miles. The rails are to be brought out from England, 
and the Pacha’s own engineers, who are Frenchmen, are to carry out 
the works. In about three years from this time it may be hoped that 
a railway will un quite across the country, and the transit for passen- 
gers, which now occupies more than two days of uncomfortable tra- 
veiling, wiil be reduced to 19 or 12 hours of easy conveyance. For the 
extension of trade and communication with Iadia, it will be very de- 
sirable if the Pasha should consent to convey coal to Suez at a mode- 
rate charge, as the high price of coal at Suez is at present the prin- 
cipal obstacle to other steamers regularly coming up the Red Sea, 
besides those of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation 
Company. 

ScixDE.—This company has paid into the Treasury of the East 
India House 128,000/, on which interest at 5 per cent. will at once 
accrue to the shareholdirs, ‘Ihe call of 4118s per share, now in course 
of payment, is not due till the 28th July, and, according to the agree- 
ment with the authorities, no payment has to be made till two months 
after the act of incorpcration has been obtained, so that the above 
amount must be considered as @ fulfilment by anticipation of one of 
the stipulations of the contract.
